Harry Brown asked if the Sewer Bond was being paid by all the taxpayers? The Bond is 
being paid by only users.

said a lot of the older folks on the sewer are having a hard time paying the sewer fee 

and this would be the best equitable way, 


Brian Bissonnette asked how long the bond was for - 30 years. Hasen explained that the 
Capital Reserve monies will be used only for major repairs at the Treatment Plant. 


Rodney Smith asked about the tax rate? 


Philip Pariseau said back a few years ago we needed to raise a lot of money to repair the 
Treatment Plant. 


Sharon Leicht believes that it is only the right thing to do and to look at us as a Town. 
Rick McCann asked for a vote.

ATV's to drive on Town Roads when the trails first opened. But as the summer progressed 
there were hundreds of ATV's using the Town Road at all hours of the day and night. Robert 
said the ATV's have taken over the road and are treating it like a trail and he is concerned 
about accidents happening on the Town Road and people suing the Town. 


Louis Quirion said that if ATV's are not allowed to use Town Roads it would dry up the Town. 
Louis said that ATV's are like the golden chicken who lays the egg and you want to kill 

the chicken. Robert said the petition is to close the roads to ATV's and that he wants the 
chicken (ATV's ) to lay the eggs in the woods not on the roads. 

Shannon Steinmetz asked if trail maps are handed out when the ATV's are registered and 

if they are not then maybe they should. 


Steve Tracey said we should not shut the Town Roads right off. 


Nelson Boire asked Robert Petrofsky how it was different now because of lawsuits - he 
(Robert) was for it and now he is against it. Nelson said the ones abiding by the rules 
should not be worried about any lawsuit.

Need more 
enforcement. Not advocating to open up any more roads but trying to connect through to 
the other Towns. 


Harry Brown who is the President of the North County OHRV Coalition, said that there 
would be a great drop off in business if the ATV's could not travel on Town Roads.

Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division of Forests & Lands, work collaboratively to 
reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your local Forest Fire Warden or 
Fire Department to determine if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is 
required for all outside burning, unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of Environmental 
Services also prohibits the open burning of household waste.

This past fire season started in early April with the first reported fire on April 7th. April, which is the traditional start to our spring fire 
season, began very dry with unseasonably dry conditions continuing through the entire month. This dry pattern continued through the 
first half of May. 80% of our reported fires this season occurred during this six week period. The largest fire was 24 acres, occurring in 
the town of Tamworth. From mid May through early September, above average rainfall kept our total acreage burned statewide at 72 
acres. This is the smallest amount of acreage burned statewide in several years. Late August through late September though brought a 
dry trend to northern areas, resulting in several deep-burning remote fires. Our fire danger days correlated well with the days that there 
were fires actually reported. The statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers continues to operate on Class III or higher fire danger days. 
Our fire lookouts are credited with keeping most fires smal] and saving several] structures due to their quick and accurate spotting 
capabilities. The towers fire spotting capability was supplemented by the NH Civil Air Patrol when the fire danger was especially high. 
Many homes in New Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area where homes and flammable wildland fuels 
intermix. Several of the fires during the 2014 season threatened structures, and a few structures were burned, a constant reminder that 
forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their home. 
Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green space around your 
home free of flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner recommendations are available at www.firewise.org. Please 
help Smokey Bear, your local fire department, and the state’s Forest Rangers by being fire wise and fire safe!

The Beecher Falls Volunteer Fire department answered a total of 264 emergency calls in the fiscal 
year December 1, 2013 to November 30, 2014. 

We were able to add 6 new members over the last year. Dillion Begin, Zac Wallace, Justin Warden, 
Mark Inkel, Ryan Cross, and Rob Darling. The fire department welcomes these new members. During the 
year we also lost some members from the department. Rick Bailey who served for 23 years, Jeff Haynes 
Keith Robinson, and Bryan Lachance a 30 year member. We also lost Gordon Frizzell who served for over 
50 years. 

The Beecher Falls FD is hosting a Level | certification class which is being held at the Beecher Falls 
Station. There are members from the Colebrook FD, Pittsburg FD, and the Beecher Falls FD. The Beecher 
Falls members include Dillon Begin, Zac Wallace, Zac Degray, Ryan Cross, Philip Rondeau, Justin 
Warden, Nick Goudreau, and Mark Inkel. The class encompasses over 200 hours of classroom and 
practical training. This is a huge commitment by everyone involved as this is all volunteer time invested. 
The class is being taught by two members of the Beecher Falls FD who are also Vermont Fire Instructers. 
These two individuals are Todd Nichols and Rob Darling. 

The fire department faces some projects that will be expensive in the coming years. Our main attack 
truck which is a 1989 model needs to be replaced. Over the last year we had the truck tested and reviewed 
by a fire truck manufacturer who does refurbishing work. It was determined that the truck was not viable to 
be refurbished. There were some replacement items on the truck that are no longer available. The 
manufacturer gave us an estimate on certain parts of the truck to be refurbished and they were very costly. 
We have pretty much decided that we could put a very large sum of money into the truck and still have a 
1989 model. We will actively start planning to replace this truck with a new model. The asking price of a 
new truck today is around $400,000.00. We are going to get some concrete pricing then we will look at 
how it will be funded. 

For the last three years the fire department has been raising money to replace our non compliant and 
worn out protective clothing. The cost of this replacement gear is close to $68,000.00. We were able to 
purchase 20 sets of gear and received them in mid December. We are still working at this time to raise the 
remaining money. 

In December we received a 1-1 matching grant form the Neil and Louise Tillotson fund for $16,500.00 
dollars. The way this grant works is that we have to match the grant dollar for dollar to receive the money. 
Any monies received before the grant notification is ineligible. Also any existing money within the 
department can not be used. The foundation is looking for us to get the money through more fundraising 
and donations.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
STEWARTSTOWN 


This year we have a change in leadership at Stewartstown Community School. 
Jennifer Mathieu is now the administrator for the school and John Kennedy is the 
Title | Director. Samantha Fournier has joined the staff this year as a Title | 
teacher. 


The school districts are working together, taking small steps first. The principals 
and guidance counselors have met to discuss what can be shared among the 
high schools. One possibility being examined is aligning the schedules of the 
three area high schools. We are already doing some sharing. There is one 
Canaan student in the automotive program at Colebrook Academy. There are 
students from SAU #7 in the Diversified Agriculture and Fire Science programs in 
Canaan. A Spanish | class being taught in Colebrook is also being received in 
Pittsburg through video-conferencing. Likewise, a pre-calculus class being 
taught in Pittsburg has Canaan students in the class through video-conferencing. 
We need to do more of this kind of sharing, utilizing the technology that we have 
available in all of our schools. In this way, we can offer more to our students and 
more effectively utilize our best teachers. 


North Country Education Services has put forth a proposal through Plymouth 
State University for a North Country Professional Development program on 
Professional Learning Communities that would be offered over the next two 
years for North Country SAU’s. | believe that our teachers benefit from 
participating in professional development with colleagues from other school 
districts. The core idea of professional learning communities is not simply to 
ensure that students are taught, but to ensure that they learn; a shift from a focus 
on teaching to a focus on learning. A professional learning community is seen as 
a powerful staff development approach for school change and improvement. 
This program would combine an annual full day presentation bringing together 
staff from multiple SAU’s and then discussions within each SAU. These 
conversations with colleagues, both within the teacher’s own district and in other 
SAU’s are professionally stimulating, and help teachers focus on best practices 
to help their students learn.

We have communicated such information in our letter 
to you dated May 6, 2014. Professional standards also require that we communicate to you the 
following information related to our audit. 


Significant Audit Findings 


Qualitative Aspects of Accounting Practices 


Management is responsible for the selection and use of appropriate accounting policies. The 
significant accounting policies used by Stewartstown School District are described in Note | to 
the financial statements. We noted no transactions entered into by the governmental] unit during the 
year for which there is a lack of authoritative guidance or consensus. AlJI significant transactions 
have been recognized in the financial statements in the proper period. 


Accounting estimates are an integral part of the financial statements prepared by management 
and are based on management’s knowledge and experience about past and current events and 
assumptions about future events. Certain accounting estimates are particularly sensitive because 
of their significance to the financial statements and because of the possibility that future events 
affecting them may differ significantly from those expected. The most sensitive estimate 
affecting the District’s financial statements was: 


e Management’s estimate of the depreciation is based on estimated useful lives of the 
assets. We evaluated the key factors and assumptions used and determined that the 
estimate used is reasonable in relation to the financial statements taken as a whole. 


Difficulties Encountered in Performing the Audit 


We encountered no significant difficulties in dealing with management in performing and 
completing our audit. 
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Corrected and Uncorrected Misstatements 


Professional standards require us to accumulate al] known and likely misstatements identified 
during the audit, other than those that are trivial, and communicate them to the appropriate level 
of management. There were no uncorrected misstatements to the government wide financial 
statements. 


Disagreements with Management 


For purposes of this letter, professional standards define a disagreement with management as a 
financial accounting, reporting, or auditing matter, whether or not resolved to our satisfaction, 
that could be significant to the financial statements or the auditor’s report. We are pleased to 
report no such disagreements arose during the course of our audit. 


Management Representations 


We have requested certain representations from management that are included in the 
management representation dated January 12, 2015. 


Other Audit Findings or Issues 


We generally discuss a variety of matters, including the application of accounting principles and 
auditing standards, with management each year prior to retention as the governmental unit’s 
auditors. However, these discussions occurred in the normal course of our professional 
relationship and our responses were not a condition of our retention. 


We applied certain limited procedures to management’s discussion and analysis (MD&A), which 
is required supplementary information (RSI) that supplements the basic financial statements. 

Our procedures consisted of inquiries of management regarding the methods of preparing the 
information and comparing the information for consistency with management’s responses to our 
inquiries, the basic financial statements, and other knowledge we obtained during our audit of the 
basic financial statements. We did not audit the RSI and do not express an opinion or provide 
any assurance on the RSI. 


We were engaged to report on the supplementary information, which accompany the financial 
statements but are not RSI. With respect to this supplementary information, we made certain 
inquiries of management and evaluated the form, content and methods of preparing the 
information to determine that the information complies with accounting principles generally 
accepted in the United States of America, the method of preparing it has not changed from the 
prior period, and the information is appropriate and complete in relation to our audit of the 
financial statements. We compared and reconciled the supplementary information to the 


underlying accounting records used to prepare the financial statements or to the financial 
statements themselves. 
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This information is intended solely for the use of the School Board and management of the 
Stewartstown Schoo} District and is not intended to be and should not be used by anyone other 
than these specified parties.
